GOVERNMENT PUBLICATIONS 


Distribution of Official Volumes an 


Element Apart from Their 


"Usefulness. 


The printing law of 1895 (still 
in 


force) specified the edition and dispo- 
sition of the principal annual publica- 
tions of the government, writes \V. S. 
Rossiter, in Atlaetic. The total "num- 
ber"—whether single volumes or sets 
of "parts"—authorized by this lav.- was 
982,(JOO, afterwards increased to 1,- 
115,600. Of this aggregate congress re- 
served for itself as quota SS per cent. 


The. 
quota arose, and has flourished, 


principally for two reasons. Naturally 
enough, the voter rather likes to ob- 
tain something for nothing, and the 
receipt of expensive publications from 
the member of congress for the dis- 
trict involves an element of flattery, 
just as does the receipt of a package 
of 
agricultural 
department 
garden 


seeds from 
the 
same 
source. 
Tho 


books may not be of any 
practical 


value to the recipient, and the seeds 
may never grow, but the object of 
their dispatch IMS been secured. Thus 
there has grown up in connection with 
the distribution of official volumes an 
element totally apart from the use- 
fulness of the publication or the ap- 
propriateness of its destination.

CUTTLE BONE AND SEPIA. 


SOUPS AND BROTHS. 


They Are Stimulating, t>nt Have Lit- 


tle Xntritive Vivloe. 


Soups and broths made of the meat 


pieces alone aud without the addition 
of meat substance, eggs, vegetables or 
cereals have little nutritive value, al- 
though they do possess stimulating 
properties. 


A dog would starve to death in ten 


days if fed upon beef broth pure aad 
eimple. 


Soup interferes with digestion when- 


ever u full meal is eaten. I consider it 
as being entirely superfluous and ad- 
vise its discontinuance in a substantial 
dinner menu. 


Soup, being practically all water, 


plays an important part in conjunction 
With the large quantities of other 
liquids injected during mealtime in de- 
laying and interfering with digestion 
and hiyiug a foundation for stomach 
trouble. 
Through it and the other 


liquids used tbe stomach is not only 
overfilled and unnecessarily burdened, 
but the gastric secretions are so weak- 
ened by dilution that they can act but 
slowly upon the food mass. 
Here 


again we have the food remaining in 
the stomach for too long a period, and 
there is likely to be produced all of the 
symptoms and signs of an intoxication 
duo to the absorption into the system 
of the products of decomposed foods.

meal, as a rule, does not act harmfully.

Cuttle bone was once made use of us 


a medicine, but it is now used by gold- 
smiths as a polish and by bird fanciers 
as food for cugod birds. 


This cuttle bone, so called, is no bone 


at nil, but akvery wonderful structure 
consisting almost entirely of pure chalk 
and having been at one tirr.e loosely 
imbedded in tho substance of-some de- 
parted cuttlefish. 
It is nu oval bom-, 


white and hard on the ou:s:Je. but soft 
a.nd f;-iab!e wirhin. ;u:a is inclosed by 
a membranous hack within the body of 
the cutt'e. 


When the cuttle Is living this struc- 


ture runs through the entire length of 
the abdomen and occupies about ono- 
third of its breadth. 
In weight cuttle 


bone is extremely light, and if it be 
cut across and examined through a 
lens the cause of the lightness will at 
once bo apparent It is not solid, but 
is formed of n succession of exceed- 
ingly thiu tloors of chalk, each con- 
nected with each by hundreds of the 
smallest imaginable chalky pillars. 


Many persons attribute sepia, or Chi- 


nese ink, to the cuttlefish. They arc, 
however, in error, for sepia is a manu- 
facture of soot and liue gums. The er- 
ror may' be due to the fact that the 
cuttlefish has an internal sac under the 
throat, near tho liver, that contains a 
very dark natural ink. When pursued 
by enemies the entile ejects this inky 
substance and thereby forms a cloud 
of darkened water all about it and 
hides in this water until out of danger.

In 1808 at Carnio- 
la, Germany, they had a fall of crim- 
son snow which was nearly five feet 
in depth. Snow of a brick red hue fell 
in Italy in 1S10 and in the Tyrol in 
1S47. 
In some sections of Iceland 


snow seldom falls to any considerable 
depth without being composed of al- 
ternate layers of frozen crystals of 
different colors. There are arctic banks 
of red snow which are so well known 
to explorers that they are called the 
"crimson cliffs."

Silk-Spinning Shellfish. 


Byssus, of which fine, iridescent 


stockings and shawls are made In Si- 
nilly, is a silk made by a fish, says the 
Popular Science Sittings. The pulna 
Is a Mediterranean shellfish that has 
an odd little tube at the end of Its 
tongue. 
Out of this tube, spider-fash- 


ion, or silkworm-fashion, it spins a 
silk thread, with which it fastens itself 
to any rock that It wishes to adhere to. 
When the pulna moves on its fasten- 
ings, Its silken cable remains behind. 
This cable, which is called bysaus, the 
Slclllian fishermen gather. 
Byssus 


weaves into the softest, finest, sheen- 
icst of fabrics, but it is very rare and 
expensive.

si(Je the trade that there are many 
kinds of walnut woods and that only 
part of them have so far been consid- 
ered valuable from a commercial point 
of view. Now the scheme is to make 
these less valuable or worthless wal 
nuts commercially valuable. And the 
process is a curious one. 


It consists of opening the roots of 


the of the trees and inserting one or 
more nuts, which are quite small, 
from the best varieties of walnut trees. 
It is said that these nuts, which are 
carefully sealed in with wax or a stiff, 
water proof stopper, impart a new or 
closer grain and coloring to the tree. 


The southern Indians 
of 
Mexico 


have for centuries been in the habit 
of securing curious effects in colorin 
on fine woods by

above manner nuts of other trees into 
the roots of the living trees. An en- 
terprising planter in Tabasco has been 
following out this Indian idea with 
curious results.

HAVE YOU A CLAY PENCIL? 


What Is Commonly Called "Lead" Is 


Commercially Known as 


Dough. 


Pencil manufacturing is not so sim- 


ple a matter as it was formerly. The 
"lead" originally used was pure plum- 
bago, a mineral hewn or sawn from 
the earth in great blocks, which only 
needed cutting into thin strips to be 
ready for use. 


Plumbago for the best pencils now 


undergoes a number of processes. 
It 


is "ground and mixed with finely pul- 
verized clay. 
For hard pencils the 


mixture is one part plumbago to two 
parts of clay. The softer the pencil, 
the greater the proportion of plum- 
bago. 


The mixture Is "thinned" with wa- 


ter, and repeatedly ground •until it i? 
perfectly smooth. It is then placed in 
canvas bags and squeezed by ma- 
chinery until enough water has been 
removed to leave a tenacious, dough- 
like mass. 


This "dough" is placed in a strong 


steel cylinder, one end of which Is 
perforated with holes of tbe same 
size as .the leads which it Is desired 
to make. The pressure of the piston 
forces the "dough" out through the 
holes in long strings, which are laid 
in grooved boards to dry. 


The next step is tbe tempering of 


the leads by heating to a red heat. By 
this process the hardness or softness 
of the pencils is still further modified, 
and impurities are burned out. The 
little strips of plumbago-clay are now 
ready for their wooden cases.

They Keep Their EK»» In Xatnra] 


Pocket* In Their Moullia. 


In tbe sea of Galilee, or Lake Tibe- 


rias, as it is also called, there is a 
strange fish uumed the Ohromis sirno- 
nis, -H-hicli is more .careful of its yosmg 
than fish generally are. Tbe niale 
takes the eggs Iu "his mouth and "keeps 
them in bis natural side pockets, where 
they are regularly batched and remain 
until able to shift for themselves. By 
this ingenious arrangement the brood 
is comparatively guarded against Its 
natural enemies. It is easily fed. too, 
but it is n puzzle how the little ones 
escape being eaten alive. Awhile ago, 
says a traveler \vritiaj; to a religious 
contemporary, I found iu my net a 
number of these fish without eyes.

fishes out of their mouths, which swam 
away hastily.

When 
these birds have eaten their fill they 
begin to look out for tidbits. 
After 


catching a fish they hit Its forehead 
•with their sharp beak, knocking out 
the middle part, in which their eyea.ara 
set 
The bony structure is dropped 


Into the water, bnt the eyes are eaten 
by tbe birds with great relish. 
Strangely enough, the fish generally 
survive this rough treatment. 
The 


wound heals up quickly in water, and 
they continue to ply tbe lake for food, 
as if nothing had happened.—London 
Standard.

is well understood. If there is one of 
these measures which is unpopular, 
it is the one for which our most noisy 
agitator and so-called reformer is re- 
sponsible." 


Without naming the "agitator" to 


whom he referred, although it is un- 
derstood to be Mr. Remich. Mr. El- 
well continued: 


"As to any dishonest public official 


just one has been known within my 
remembrance, and he was promptly 
punished, and is long ago dead. None 
of the agitators now busy can speci- 
fy a single dishonest act on the part 
of any man in public life in our state, 
none specify the reforms or changes 
desired. 
The people pretty well un- 


derstand, however, what change 
is 


desired by the few who are responsi- 
ble for what agitation exists, 
and 


that is that those few be elevated to 
public office. 


"Because in some 'few places pub- 


ic men proved unworthy of public 
confidence and were re retired to pri- 
vate life, a few disappointed and anx- 
ous office seeKers have cried reform 
and tried through misrepresentation 
and an appeal to 
prejudice, rather 


than reason, to raise an issue in our 
state which does not exist, hoping 
thereby to ride into office over much 
more honorable and able men, before 
the public 
discovers 
their motive. 


They are few in numbers, but very 
noisy. 


"Such times," concluded Mr. El- 


well "demand a little more determ- 
ined stand and effort on the part of 
our cool, strong and upright 
men, 


and they will respond to the demand. 
The people of New Hampshire are 
uot easily swept off their feet. They 
are not easily humbugged and are not 
dissatisfied. 
On Election day their 


voice will be heard, and, as usual, it 
will ring true."
